DEFENDS FEE CHARGE. 


R. Ready, of the firm of Murray 
& Ready, large employment agents, 
was put on the stand. Defending the 
system of charging fees to the men, 
he said that it made them more care- 
ful about showing up to the jobs 
which the agencies supplied. 

A. L. Wilde, general business rep: 
resentative of the Steam Shovel 
Men's Union, explained to the com- 
mission the difficulties experienced in 
organizing unskilled and migratory 
workers. He spoke particularly in 
the branches of constriction work. 

He said that there were few un- 
ions that the steam shovel workers 
and those affected by construction 
work might join. The fact that the 
Steam Shovelmen's Unjon is not 
amalgamated, he said, prevented in 
a way the taking in of all branches 
of the work. 

He criticised western construction 
camps as being much less sanitary 
than Eastern fields, and said that 
measures for protection and camp 
sanitation were behind times in the 
West.
